What began as 
a lone fight in August last year outside the Swedish parliament spread all over the world 
and involved more than 100,000 schoolchildren in 112 different countries. The 
movement was called Fridays For Future and consisted of students taking every Friday 
off to demand government action on the climate issue. 

2. Since her first strike last year at the age of 15, Greta has gone on to talk about the 
possible solutions to combat climate change at rallies in Stockholm, Helsinki, Brussels 
and London. Every conference she has attended she has travelled by train, bus or 
cycled in an effort to keep carbon footprint low. Over the last few years she has 
convinced her family to make drastic changes in order to help save the planet including 
refusing to fly on planes, growing their own vegetables and not eating meat. 

3. Greta was nominated for a Nobel Peace Prize by members of Norway's 
Parliament for her work and determination, and she received the freedom of expression, 
Fritt Ord Prize, in April. Last week, Thunberg appeared on the front cover of Time 
magazine after being named their “person of the year 2019”. The teen activist has 
refused to attend ceremonies or accept prizes if it requires her to fly, such as for the 
International Children’s Peace Prize.

A. Le texte: 

I. LA COMPREHENSION DU TEXTE 
Vous avez un texte de 250 mots (10% plus ou moins) dont la compréhension est a la 
portée de l'élève moyen. On ne saura trop vous recommander de faire deux voire même trois 
lectures attentives du texte afin d'en dégager le thème et saisir quelques détails importants 
car il y aura toujours des questions qui portent sur la compréhension globale et des 
questions qui traitent des détails. Ne vous affolez pas surtout s'il y a quelques mots que 
vous ne connaissez pas; 1l y en a toujours dans un texte. Essayez de les comprendre à travers 
le contexte ou recherchez les préfixes ou les suffixes. Peut être vous n'aurez jamais besoin 
de les comprendre pour répondre aux questions! 
N'oubliez pas les titres, sous titres et les notes de bas de page qui peuvent bien vous éclairer 
quant à la forme du texte (lettre, article, histoire, date, etc...) et à l'idée générale. 

B. Les questions: 
Ayant fait suffisamment d'exercices durant vos études (et dans les devoirs de synthèse) à l'école 
de base et au secondaire, vous n'aurez sûrement pas de surprises au niveau des types de 
questions. La recommandation capitale est de bien lire la consigne et de s’y conformer: si on 
vous demande de cocher une case, cochez-la, si on vous demande d'encercler une réponse, 
faites-le, et ce pour donner des réponses claires, nettes et convaincantes. 
Pour les questions à choix multiples, il y a toujours une et une seule bonne réponse (sauf 
si l'on vous indique autrement dans la consigne). Les autres réponses (au nombre de deux en 
général) sont des leurres qui peuvent parfois vous tromper si vous ne faites pas attention; 
d'où la nécessité d'une lecture attentive. 
Les questions qui consistent à compléter des tableaux ou des phrases vous sont très familiéres. 
Complétez toujours le tableau avec des détails relevés minutieusement du texte (des dates, des 
noms, etc...). La plupart du temps, on vous indique le paragraphe, ce qui facilite votre tâche. 
Evitez d'écrire des phrases toutes entières ou des tranches de phrases qui peuvent bien porter 
des détails à ne pas mettre dans le tableau. 





Soyez donc précis et ne mettez pas de détails qui pourraient fausser la réponse. 

II y a aussi les questions où l'on vous demande de prouver par des détails ou des phrases 
relevées dans le texte que les affirmations proposées sont fausses. Là encore, vous vous y 
connaissez. Il est inutile et c'est même faux de répondre par 'vrai' ou 'faux' puisque les 
affirmations sont déjà fausses. Evitez également de mettre l'affirmation à la forme négative ou 
affirmative pour prouver qu'elle est incorrecte. Il faut tout simplement chercher le bon détail 
ou la bonne phrase dans le texte. Si vous mettez des détails, des mots ou des phrases superflues, 
vous risquez de perdre des points précieux. Aussi faut-il que la réponse soit claire et précise. Il 
vous est donc recommandé de bien comprendre les affirmations proposées et explorer le texte 
ou le paragraphe pour trouver le détail ou la phrase (parfois on vous demande des phrases) qui 
va à l'encontre de l'affirmation proposée. 

Voici un exercice assez souvent utilisé depuis quelques années: un exercice à trous où l'on vous 





demande de relever des mots du texte pour compléter un résumé de ce dernier. Il est donc 
conseillé de bien lire ce résumé à trous deux ou trois fois tout d'abord. Ensuite une ou deux 
lectures du texte s'imposent; ceci vous permettra d'en comprendre l'idée générale. Maintenant, 
lisez le résumé encore une fois et complétez le sans oublier de le relire chaque fois que vous 
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ajoutez un ou deux mots pour s'assurer que les mots que vous utilisez vont bel et bien avec le 
sens général du paragraphe. On pourrait également vous demander de remplir les vides avec 
des informations tirées du texte. Là, c'est votre formulation de la réponse qui compte. 

Les questions de référence (« What do the words refer to? ») sont parfois assez délicates. 
Le mot souligné dans le texte peut parfois remplacer un mot, plusieurs mots, une phrase, 
une idée ou même un paragraphe. Le plus souvent, le mot souligné a un caractère 
anaphorique, c'est-à-dire qu'il vous renvoie à un mot, un objet, une phrase-ou un 
paragraphe antérieur. Cependant, parfois il peut renvoyer à un mot, un objet, une phrase, 
ou un paragraphe postérieur. C'est pourquoi, il faut bien lire et relire le contexte avant et 
après le mot souligné pour donner une réponse précise et définitive. 

Pour trouver des mots qui correspondent à des définitions proposées, vous disposez d'un atout 
très important: le contexte. Lisez donc bien les définitions et le paragraphe indiqué pour 
identifier les mots. N'oubliez pas de remplacer chaque fois le mot du texte par la définition 
pour vérifier si c'est bel et bien la bonne réponse. Une variation de cette technique consiste à 
rechercher l’antonyme de quelques mots présentés. 

La dernière question de compréhension est, depuis quelques années, souvent — mais pas 
toujours !!! — une question d'évaluation qui vous demande votre avis personnel et justifié. 
Ne la considérez pas comme une question détachée du texte. Partez de votre 





compréhension du texte pour donner une réponse courte (ne dépassez pas deux phrases), 
soyez clair et précis et surtout justifiez votre réponse. Ne faites pas des copies intégrales du 
texte. 
Une question récemment ajoutée à la composante d'étude de texte porte sur les fonctions 
langagières. Le candidat est appelé à identifier la fonction exprimée par une déclaration ou une 
expression dans le texte ou à retrouver la déclaration/ ou l'expression qui correspond à une 
fonction donnée. Une connaissance des fonctions langagières et les expressions qui s'y 
rapportent est, donc, indispensable. Vous avez sûrement acquis un répertoire important de 
fonctions (apologizing, inviting, complaining, advising, suggesting, blaming, expressing 
surprise, a Wish, regret, desire...) et les expressions qui y correspondent. 
Une autre question pourrait consister à apparier les paragraphes du texte avec leurs titres 
(ou sous- titres) Vous avez sans doute remarqué que toutes les questions vous demandent 
d'exercer votre talent de lecture et d'étude de texte. Vous avez certainement fait beaucoup 
d'exercices de ce genre et bien d'autres encore. 

II. LA LANGUE 
Cette composante consiste en deux ou trois exercices visant à évaluer les acquis 
lexicaux ou/et grammaticaux du candidat. 
Les exercices désormais classiques et les plus utilisés sont les exercices à trous qui vous 
sont très familiers. Dans la liste, il y a presque toujours deux mots de plus. Vous devez 
utiliser chaque mot une et une seule fois. Là encore votre savoir- faire de lecture et de 
compréhension sont mis à l'épreuve. Il convient donc de lire la liste des mots proposés et 





de procéder ensuite à une lecture attentive pour dégager le thème général du 
paragraphe. Si,en passant, vous reconnaissez l'emplacement d'un mot mettez-y 
une croix et soulignez le mot au crayon. Au cas où le paragraphe a une introduction, la 
première phrase, généralement laissée intacte, vous aidera à comprendre le sens général du 
paragraphe. Maintenant lisez la liste des mots proposés encore une fois ; le sens et la forme 
grammaticale vous diront si le mot est à mettre, à ne pas mette ou à écarter. Lorsque vous 
réussissez à mettre un ou deux mots, relisez encore une fois le paragraphe pour voir si c'est 
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bien la bonne réponse. Marquez au crayon (mettre une croix, souligner, encercler/barrer...) 
le(s) mot(s) déjà utilisé(s). Si vous n'êtes pas sûr d'une réponse, évitez de vous 
attarder, mettez un point d'interrogation devant, au crayon bien sûr, et revenez-y 
ultérieurement. Et à ce propos, la gestion rationnelle du temps est vivement 
recommandée. Attention lorsque vous recopiez les mots, les fautes d’inattention 
peuvent vous coûter cher. En effet, il faut faire très attention à l'orthographe des mots, et 
si un mot est à utiliser au début d’une phrase, il doit impérativement commencer par 
une majuscule. 

Dans l'exercice à choix multiples, vous avez le tronc qui est la phrase à compléter, suivi 
(dans le cas de l'épreuve d'anglais) de trois choix de réponse dont une et une seule est la 
bonne réponse. Les deux autres choix de réponse sont des leurres. Si vous êtes sûr de l'un 
des leurres, procédez alors par élimination et écartez le immédiatement pour passer de 33% 
à 50% de chance d'avoir la bonne réponse. Vous pourrez également lire le tronc et essayer 
de répondre mentalement sans vous soucier des trois choix proposés. Ensuite il faut 
confronter votre réponse avec les choix proposés. Si cette méthode ne marche pas, lisez 
le tronc suivi chaque fois de l'un des trois choix de réponse car la bonne réponse sonne 
bien la plupart du temps. S'il existe une continuité au niveau du sens et au niveau 
grammatical, c'est probablement la bonne réponse. Parfois il y a des troncs qui ne s'accordent 
pas grammaticalement avec les choix de réponse, ce qui facilite leur élimination! 

Il y a lieu de noter, ici, que cet exercice peut être présenté sous la forme d’un tableau. Là, 
il faut bien lire la consigne : si on vous demande d'encercler le mot correct, faites-le. Si, 
par contre, on vous demande de réécrire le mot choisi dans le vide, il faut le faire. 

Si l'un des exercices proposés est un exercice d'appariement (‘matching’), il se présentera à 
peu près comme suit : un tableau dont la colonne „A“ contient, par exemple, des parties de 
phrases numérotées et en ordre et dont la colonne „B“ contient des parties de phrases en 
désordre. Il y a toujours (sauf si autrement indiqué) une partie de plus dans la colonne B: c'est 
un leurre. 

Là encore votre savoir faire de lecture et de compréhension sont des atouts importants. 
Lisez donc les phrases/le dialogue dans la colonne 'A' et aussi le contenu de la colonne 'B' 
pour essayer de cerner l'idée clé du dialogue/paragraphe. Vous pouvez commencer par 
éliminer le leurre si vous le reconnaissez. Ceci réduit les choix de réponse et facilite votre 
tâche. Faites appel au sens et à votre connaissance des formes grammaticales et des 
fonctions pour trouver les bonnes réponses. Marquez chaque réponse définitive avec un 
crayon pour réduire le champ des choix à faire et faciliter votre travail. Relisez le 
dialogue/paragraphe chaque fois que vous trouvez une ou deux bonnes réponses pour en avoir 
le cœur net.

I- READING COMPREHENSION 
A- THE TEXT 


1. It is the first day of school in a classroom in South Korea. The door swings open as children 
scurry to their seats. But rather than a human teacher waiting at the chalkboard, a robot greets 
the class. A white and yellow tower on wheels, the robot has a screen face, moveable arms and 
has the capability to make gestures. Robosem is a telepresence-focused robot that teaches 
English - in a country where certified English teachers are scarce. South Korea is a leader in 
implementing classroom robotics in every kindergarten program, and the phenomenon is 
quickly spreading. 


2. But will robots one day replace teachers? “No. Never. Ever. Ever,” said Brian Johnson, Intel 
futurist. “Education is about people. However, robots can be excellent extensions of parents 
and teachers at home and in the classroom.” Johnson sees that for children with different 
learning styles or learning disabilities, robots can be excellent teachers and learning 
companions. “Unlike computers or tablets, robots are social and can connect with children,” he 
said. 


3. In the United Kingdom, the newly-developed Kasparhelps autistic children. Specially 
designed with a human-like face and the tacit complexities therein, Kaspar helps teach facial 
expressions and appropriate physical contact, creating a safer learning environment for special- 
need children. 


4. Rubi, in the USA, runs through repeated exercises to teach foreign languages to pre-schoolers 
and has proven quite successful at teaching language cooperation. Johnson, however, 
believes robots can be excellent assistants, but are still just machines, Jacking in human 
emotional intelligence and spontaneity. “All technology is a tool—just different types of 
hammers,” he says.

A- THE TEXT 


1- Each morning, about 450 students travel along 17 school bus routes to 10 elementary 
schools in the city of Lecco, Italy without taking any school buses. In 2003, to confront the 
triple threats of childhood obesity, traffic jams and, most importantly, a rise in global 
greenhouse gases caused by car emissions, environmental activists here proposed a new 
concept: Children should walk to school. They set up a “piedibus” - foot bus in Italian- route 
with a driver but no vehicle. Each morning, a mix of paid staff members and parental 
volunteers in fluorescent yellow vests lead lines of students along Lecco’s twisting streets to 


the schools’ gates. 


2- At the Castello School, 100 children or more than half of the students now walk to 
school. Guilio Greppi, a 9- year-old student, said he had been driven about 500 meters each 
way until he started taking the piedibus. “I get to see my friends and we feel special because 
we know it’s good for the environment,” he said. Naturally, some children whine on rainy 
mornings. Therefore, participation falls by 20 percent on such days, though it increases during 


snowfalls. 


3- Although each route is generally about a kilometer, the town’s piedibuses have so far 
got rid of more than 160,000 kilometers of car travel and, in principle, prevented thousands of 
tons of greenhouse gases from entering the air, estimated Dario Pesenti, the town’s 
environment auditor. To encourage use, the city of Lecco contributes nearly $20,000 annually 


to organizing and providing staff members for the piedibus.

1. It's common these days to hear of a new mobile game that accumulates impressive downloads 
and sales almost overnight-and then disappears just as fast. A growing raft of gamelike 
applications (apps) hope to stay in users’ pockets for the long term. How? By offering them the 
ability to learn a new language, practise web coding or improve their memory. As smartphones 
become a constant part of the human experience, more and more people are wondering what 
their phones have done for them. So-called brain- training apps propose we spend our free time 
training our minds. “There's a long-term consumer interest in health”, explains Kunal Sarkar, 
the manager of brain-training company Lumosity. “Taking care of your mind is another part of 
that”. 


2. The difference from past generations of educational software programs that teach typing or 
basic math is that these apps feel like games, not homework. Lumosity, a puzzle program, was 
created by neuroscientists in collaboration with game designers. More than 18 million people have 
downloaded it since its launch last year. ‘Duolingo’, an app that teaches foreign languages, grants 
users experience points and badges as they learn new grammar skills, much as console titles like 
“Call of Duty’ do. And ‘Codecademy’ teaches the basics of computer programming in short tutorials. 


3. Brain apps are hardly a cure-all. Conversing with native speakers remains the best way to 
learn a foreign language. Some experts even question Lumosity’s long-term mental benefits. At 
the very least, though, these apps work on the same basic concept that teachers have been trying to 
drill into our heads since kindergarten: learning can be fun.

Ne vous affolez pas surtout s'il y a 
quelques mots que vous ne connaissez pas; il y en a toujours dans un texte. Essayez 
de les comprendre à travers le contexte ou recherchez les préfixes ou les suffixes. Peut 
être vous n'aurez jamais besoin de les comprendre pour répondre aux questions! 


N'oubliez pas les titres, sous titres et les notes de bas de page qui peuvent bien vous 
éclairer quant à la forme du texte (lettre, article, histoire, date, etc...) et à l'idée générale. 


B. Les questions: 


Ayant fait suffisamment d'exercices durant vos études (et dans les devoirs de synthèse) à 
l'école de base et au secondaire, vous n'aurez sûrement pas de surprises au niveau des 
types de questions. La recommandation capitale est de bien lire la consigne et de s’y 
conformer: si on vous demande de cocher une case, cochez-la, si on vous demande 
d'encercler une réponse, faites-le, et ce pour donner des réponses claires, nettes et 
convaincantes. 


Pour les questions à choix multiples, il y a toujours une et une seule bonne réponse 
(sauf si l'on vous indique autrement dans la consigne). Les autres réponses (au nombre 
de deux en général) sont des leurres qui peuvent parfois vous tromper si vous ne faites 
pas attention; d'où la nécessité d'une lecture attentive. 


Les questions qui consistent à compléter des tableaux ou des phrases vous sont très 
familières. Complétez toujours le tableau avec des détails relevés minutieusement du texte 
(des dates, des noms, etc...). La plupart du temps, on vous indique le paragraphe, ce qui 
facilite votre tâche. Evitez d'écrire des phrases toutes entières ou des tranches de phrases 
qui peuvent bien porter des détails à ne pas mettre dans le tableau. 


Soyez donc précis et ne mettez pas de détails qui pourraient fausser la réponse. 


Il y a aussi les questions où l'on vous demande de prouver par des détails ou des phrases 
relevées dans le texte que les affirmations proposées sont fausses. Là encore, vous vous y 
connaissez. Il est inutile et c'est même faux de répondre par 'vrai' ou 'faux' puisque les 
affirmations sont déjà fausses. Evitez également de mettre l'affirmation à la forme négative 
ou affirmative pour prouver qu'elle est incorrecte. Il faut tout simplement chercher le bon 
détail ou la bonne phrase dans le texte. Si vous mettez des détails, des mots ou des 
phrases superflues, vous risquez de perdre des points précieux. Aussi faut-il que la réponse 
soit claire et précise. ll vous est donc recommandé de bien comprendre les affirmations 
proposées et explorer le texte ou le paragraphe pour trouver le détail ou la phrase (parfois 
on vous demande des phrases) qui va à l'encontre de l'affirmation proposée. 


Voici un exercice assez souvent utilisé depuis quelques années: un exercice à trous où l'on 
vous demande de relever des mots du texte pour compléter un résumé de ce dernier. Il est 
donc conseillé de bien lire ce résumé à trous deux ou trois fois tout d'abord. Ensuite une ou 
deux lectures du texte s'imposent; ceci vous permettra d'en comprendre l'idée générale. 

Maintenant, lisez le résumé encore une fois et complétez le sans oublier de le relire chaque 
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fois que vous ajoutez un ou deux mots pour s'assurer que les mots que vous utilisez vont 
bel et bien avec le sens général du paragraphe. On pourrait également vous demander de 
remplir les vides avec des informations tirées du texte. Là, c'est votre formulation de la 
réponse qui compte. 


Les questions de référence (« What do the words refer to? >») sont parfois assez 
délicates. Le mot souligné dans le texte peut parfois remplacer un mot, plusieurs mots, 
une phrase, une idée ou même un paragraphe. Le plus souvent, le mot souligné a un 
caractère anaphorique, c'est-à-dire qu'il vous renvoie à un mot, un objet, une phrase- 
ou un paragraphe antérieur. Cependant, parfois il peut renvoyer à un mot, un objet, 
une phrase, ou un paragraphe postérieur. C'est pourquoi, il faut bien lire et relire le 
contexte avant et après le mot souligné pour donner une réponse précise et définitive. 


Pour trouver des mots qui correspondent à des définitions proposées, vous disposez d'un 
atout très important: le contexte. Lisez donc bien les définitions et le paragraphe indiqué 
pour identifier les mots. N'oubliez pas de remplacer chaque fois le mot du texte par la 
définition pour vérifier si c'est bel et bien la bonne réponse. Une variation de cette technique 
consiste à rechercher l'antonyme de quelques mots présentés. 


La dernière question de compréhension, depuis 
quelques années, est une question d'évaluation qui vous 


demande votre avis personnel et justifié. Ne la considérez pas comme une question 
détachée du texte. Partez de votre compréhension du texte pour donner une 
réponse courte (ne dépassez pas deux phrases), soyez clair et précis et surtout 
justifiez votre réponse. Ne faites pas des copies intégrales du texte. 


Une question récemment ajoutée à la composante d'étude de texte porte sur les fonctions 
langagières. Le candidat est appelé à identifier la fonction exprimée par une déclaration ou 
une expression dans le texte ou à retrouver la déclaration/ ou l'expression qui correspond à 
une fonction donnée. Une connaissance des fonctions langagières et les expressions qui 
s'y rapportent est, donc, indispensable. Vous avez sûrement acquis un répertoire important 
de fonctions (apologizing, inviting, complaining, advising, suggesting, blaming, expressing 
surprise, a wish, regret, desire...) et les expressions qui y correspondent.

Une autre question pourrait consister a apparier les paragraphes du texte avec leurs 
titres (ou sous- titres) Vous avez sans doute remarqué que toutes les questions vous 
demandent d'exercer votre talent de lecture et d'étude de texte. Vous avez certainement 
fait beaucoup d'exercices de ce genre et bien d'autres encore. 


ll. LA LANGUE 


Cette composante consiste en deux ou trois exercices visant à évaluer les 
acquis lexicaux ou/et grammaticaux du candidat. 


Les exercices désormais classiques et les plus utilisés sont les exercices à trous qui 
vous sont très familiers. Dans la liste, il y a presque toujours deux mots de plus. Vous 
devez utiliser chaque mot une et une seule fois. Là encore votre savoir- faire de 
lecture et de compréhension sont mis à l'épreuve. Il convient donc de lire la liste des 
mots proposés et de procéder ensuite à une lecture attentive pour dégager le thème 
général du paragraphe. Si, en passant, vous reconnaissez l'emplacement d'un mot 
mettez y une croix et soulignez le mot au crayon. Au cas où le paragraphe a une 
introduction, la première phrase, généralement laissée intacte, vous aidera à comprendre 
le sens général du paragraphe. Maintenant lisez la liste des mots proposés encore une 
fois; le sens et la forme grammaticale vous diront si le mot est à mettre, à ne pas 
mettre ou à écarter. Lorsque vous réussissez à mettre un ou deux mots, relisez encore 
une fois le paragraphe pour voir si c'est bien la bonne réponse. Marquez au crayon 
(mettre une croix, souligner, encercler/barrer...) le(s) mot(s) déjà utilisé(s). Si vous 
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n'êtes pas sûr d'une réponse, évitez de vous attarder; mettez un point 
d'interrogation devant, au crayon bien sûr, et revenez-y ultérieurement. Et à ce propos, 
la gestion rationnelle du temps est vivement recommandée. Attention lorsque vous 
recopiez les mots, les fautes d'inattention peuvent vous coûter cher. En effet, il faut 
faire très attention à l'orthographe des mots, et si un mot est à utiliser au début 
d'une phrase, il doit impérativement commencer par une majuscule. 


Dans l'exercice à choix multiples, vous avez le tronc qui est la phrase à compléter, 
suivi (dans le cas de l'épreuve d'anglais) de trois choix de réponse dont une et une 
seule est la bonne réponse. Les deux autres choix de réponse sont des leurres. Si 
vous êtes sûr de l'un des leurres, procédez alors par élimination et écartez le 
immédiatement pour passer de 33% à 50% de chance d'avoir la bonne réponse. Vous 
pourrez également lire le tronc et essayer de répondre mentalement 
sans vous soucier des trois choix proposés. Ensuite il faut confronter votre 
réponse avec les choix proposés. Si cette méthode ne marche pas, lisez le tronc suivi 
chaque fois de l'un des trois choix de réponse car la bonne réponse sonne bien la 
plupart du temps. S'il existe une continuité au niveau du sens et au niveau grammatical, 
c'est probablement la bonne réponse. Parfois il y a des troncs qui ne s'accordent pas 
grammaticalement avec les choix de réponse, ce qui facilite leur élimination! 


Il y a lieu de noter, ici, que cet exercice peut être présenté sous la forme d'un tableau. 
Là, il faut bien lire la consigne : si on vous demande dencercler le mot correct, faites- 
le. Si, par contre, on vous demande de réécrire le mot choisi dans le vide, il faut le faire. 


Si l'un des exercices proposés est un exercice d'appariement ('matching), il se 
présentera à peu pres comme suit : un tableau dont la colonne ,A" contient, par exemple, 
des parties de phrases numérotées et en ordre et dont la colonne ,B" contient des parties 
de phrases en désordre. Il y a toujours (sauf si autrement indiqué) une partie de plus 
dans la colonne B: c'est un leurre. 


Là encore votre savoir faire de lecture et de compréhension sont des atouts importants. 
Lisez donc les phrases/le dialogue dans la colonne 'A' et aussi le contenu de la colonne 'B' 
pour essayer de cerner l'idée clé du dialogue/paragraphe. Vous pouvez commencer par 
éliminer le leurre si vous le reconnaissez. Ceci réduit les choix de réponse et facilite votre 
tâche. Faites appel au sens et à votre connaissance des formes grammaticales et 
des fonctions pour trouver les bonnes réponses. Marquez chaque réponse définitive avec 
un crayon pour réduire le champ des choix à faire et faciliter votre travail. Relisez le 
dialogue/paragraphe chaque fois que vous trouvez une ou deux bonnes réponses pour en 
avoir le coeur net. Il faut toujours répondre (sauf si autrement indiqué dans la consigne) 
en indiquant la bonne lettre dans l’espace réservé aux réponses
